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DEER SEASON 
OPENS WITH 
nm KILLS 

Reports from the tnountalns Indi¬ 
cate that many more deer will he 
killed this season tlian durliiB the 
1912 season. Hunters, both local tal¬ 
ent and from the larser cities, have 
been numerous In all tiarts of the 
mountains. Home have found the ter¬ 
ritory of ttie front raiiKe so tliorough- 
ly covered by hunters that they have 
Kiven up In dlsKUSt. 

While some deer have been killed 
within a tew miles of the valley most 
of the killiiiK has been reported from 
the Interior. The best huntliiK ap¬ 
pears to be in the nelKhborhood of 
fine Klats and C'hileo. As many as 
four deer have been reimrted liroUKht 
into one camp there. 

Agitata Closed Season 

The lai'Ke number of deer killed 
during ttie llrst few days of the stat- 
son has resulted In renejval of the 
ugltutlon tor a closed season to cover 
a period of several years. Many per¬ 
sons fear the little animals will be 
exterminated If the killing is allowed 
to c*>ntlnue, even for «)ite montli each 
year. 

l)ne Uos Angeles sportsman, In 
rlrawing attention to the slaughter, 
says: 

At the preseitt rate i»f incr**use In 
the hunting. It begins to look as 
though the deer would soon be an ex¬ 
tinct type of California game. When 
it Is llgured that .'.mm hunters went out 
oti the tlrst day and that there are 
still twenty-six days left of the o|>eti 
season, it stands to reason tliat there 
Is but little cliance for the buck. 

The huntliig parties are not only 
scouring the nearby bills, but with the 
aid of autos are going Itito regions 
heretofore untoacheil by the sports¬ 
man. 

It sltnply metins that now th«*re Is 
praeticully no refuge for the much- 
sought game In the state, outsliie ol 
the Cleveland reserve, whlcti at this 
time of the year Is not In good deer 
r'ountry. 

During the hot summer months the 
deer always drift to the coast moun¬ 
tains and those In the Ititerlor l>art of 
tlie state seek the streams and the 
higher peaks. 

"Game preserves In these sections 
would be the proper tiling." said 
(leorge Cline of l.os Angeles, alter he 
had partly taken the terrible toll. "If 
we want to keel* the deer safe, we 
must give them safety in i.ortions of 
the country where tliey can live in 
comfort, where the supiily of water 
and feed is good, otherwise there will 
lie no liuntlng in a few years." 

Deer Getting Scarce 

"Deer are l.woining scarcer every 
year." said |•rank C. Clarke of the 
Cnlversily of California, who for two 
years has tieeii making a stinl.v of the 
deer of California for the state game 
and tlsh commission. 

■Thirty years ago the southern 
mountains were literally alive with 
deer and many old-timers tell of the 
herds that useil to range in ttie well- 
watered coast valleys. 

•With the settling up of the valleys 
the animals have lieen forced back to 
the tillls and now are seldom seen 
away from the mountains. iNiupled 
with the settling was the Imrease of 
tiunters, ttiough they in my estimation, 
are a leas serious menace to .leer than 
the predatory antmals. 

Mountain Hons an- the worst enemies 
of the deer anil a good deer country 
is sure to be a gooil bon country. 

"Dions kill a great many de.r 
Hi.iei'e In a year. Whim It is consith.r- 
ed that the state annually laiys boun¬ 
ties on over Sllh Hon scali.s. It is r.'adi- 
ly seen that the Hon population Is by 
no means small. 

•The Instinct of the Hon to always 
eat fresh meat makes him a perslst- 
**nt hunter and he s.'biom r.'turns to a 
carcass a day ohl. 

"Holicats and coyotes lihiy havoc 
with fawns. 1 have never visited a 
coyote lien without seeing the re¬ 
mains of fawns. Nearly every retiort 
of such visits makes mention of the 
numerous fawn Itones."

Six Rules to Observe to Prevent 

Disastrous Fires in the Mountains 

RULES TO PREVENT MOUNTAIN FIRES 

Precautions of the simplaat kind would eliminate most of tha loaa 
resulting from forest fires, as shown by reports on the causae of the 
fires in the reserves last season. 

Much could be accomplishod by observance of the following six 
simple rules: 

1. Be sure your match is out before you throw it away. 

2. Knock out your pipe ashes or throw away your cigar or oig- 
arstte stump where there is nothing to catch fira. 

3. Don’t build a camp fire any larger than is absolutely noceetary. 
Never leave it even for a short time without putting it OUT with 
water or dirt. 

4. Don’t build a camp fire against a tree or a log. Build a small 
one where you can scrape away the needles, leaves or grass from all 
sides of it. 

6. If you discover a fira, put it out if possible; if you can’t put it 
out, get word to the nearest U. S. forest ranger or state fira warden 
just as-quickly as you possibly can.
